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Mary Ann Banks dies

Maty Ann Banks, who only 
weeks ago retired as Romulus’ 
longest term mayor pro tern, 
lost her long battle with cancer 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Banks, 63, announced last 
June that she would not seek 
re-election because of health 
reasons. She had missed var- 
ious council meetings in re- 
cent months because of her on- 
going chemotherapy treat- 
ments, but show’ed her usual 
spunk and good humor at the 
many meetings she did attend. 

Several weeks ago Banks’ 
fellow council members indi- 
vidually praised her role as 
mayor pro tern down through 
the years and told of what they 
felt her image was to them and 
the city. 

A lifelong Romulus resi- 
dent, Mrs. Banks was em-

ployed for many years as a 
secretary in the Romulus 
School District. 

At most televised sessions, 


Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
Banks’ peers would call out to 
her over the cable television 
channel. “We know you’re 
watching Mary,” they would 
say almost in unison and then 
exclaim in various terms how 
much she was missed. 

A viewing will be conducted 
at Crane Funeral Home begin- 
ning at 10 a.m. today and con- 
tinuing through 9 p.m. 

A prayer service will be 
held at 9:45 a.m. Friday at the 
funeral home followed by a 
10:30 a.m. funeral Mass at SL 
Aloysius Catholic Church with 
the Rev. Michael Malawy offi- 
ciating. 

Interment will be in Ro- 
mulus Cemetery. 

The family recommends 
that memorials be sent to the 
Cancer Research Program at 
the University of Michigan, 
1301 E. Ann St., Ann Arbor, 
Mich. 48109.

RECAP warns Taylor 
about well concerns

About a dozen members of 
the anti-environmental injec- 
tion well citizens’ group Ro- 
mulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
visited a Taylor City Council 
study session recently, to pass 
on their concerns about the 
possible non-hazardous/ 
hazardous well operations in 
Romulus. 

R.P. Lilly, spokesman for the 
RECAP group, told council 
members and the audience, 
“We don’t want you to get cau- 
ght with your pants down, like 
we did in Romulus on this is- 
sue.” 

Lilly said since their visit to 
Taylor City Hall, RECAP mem- 
bers’ phones have been ring- 
ing constantly for more 
information on the well pro- 
ject, and the group’s battle 
against it. 

One of the prime issues 
raised in Taylor, as in Ro- 
mulus, is the truck routes that 
will be used if such a well pro- 
ject is opened. 

Lilly said he and his group 
have been invited to return to 
Taylor in the near future for a 
town meeting on the well pro-

ject that has been the subject 
of massive litigation the past 
three years. 

Not only has the 4,000 plus 
foot deep well issue been ex- 


pensive to fight in the courts, it 
also was a major issue in the 
Romulus election on Nov. 7. 

The reason Lilly and other 
RECAP members visited Tay- 
lor, is that Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems is now planning 
well(s) at an alternate site near 
Inkster and Wick roads (less 
than a mile from a major Tay- 
lor subdivision). 

EDS initially sought to 
place their first well off Wahr- 
man Road in Romulus, on 
property owned by John 
Ryznar, a refuse company 
owner who ran but was defe- 
ated in his bid for council ear- 
lier this month. 

City zoning laws forbade the 
well to operate at the Wahr- 
man Road location, claiming 
that such a well would need to 
be located in an MT- 2 Zone. 

EDS lost its battles initially 
in Wayne County Circuit Court 
and before the city’s Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

But EDS is pressing on seek- 
ing to open the first commer- 
cial non- hazardous/hazardous 
well project in the state. 

Ironically State Rep. Gre- 
gory Pitoniak (D-Taylor) is 
seeking to get legislation ap 
proved against such well pro- 
jects statewide.

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Chuck Sprinkle is thankful, 
he’s home with new heart

Chuck Sprinkle of Romulus 
had a lot to be thankful for last 
week. 

The former General Motors 
employee, who several months 
ago received a new heart from 
a 26-year-old Florida painter, 
spent Thanksgiving Day with 
his family. 

While he still has problems 
tasting some of his favorite 
foods, Sprinkle enjoyed spend- 
ing the day with 10 relatives 
and “just knowing I’m home 


again.” 

For months this spring 
Sprinkle was at nearby Beau- 
mont Hospital awaiting a new 
heart and for a long period had 
to employ a heart pump to 
keep him alive. 

Then Sprinkle was encour- 
aged to go to the University of 
Pittsburgh Medical Center in 
hopes that a heart would be- 
come available. 

That day finally arrived on 
Aug. 13, when the heart of the 
Florida work accident victim 
was inserted into his chest. 

But Sprinkle’s other organs 


suffered during his search for 
a new heart and ultimately he 
fell victim to pneumonia for 
two months and lost more than 
70 pounds while in Pittsburgh. 

Several weeks ago, Sprinkle 
was permitted to come home 
by his doctors and began 
drinking a special power drink 
that has helped him regain 
about 11 of those pounds. 

His wife, Pat, a Romulus 
school bus driver, said it was 
“fantastic to have Chuck 
home” after such long hospital

At approximately 7:30 p.m., 
the doors were open and it was 
discovered that only three 
council members Randolph 


Gear, William Crova and De- 
borah Romak were in atten- 
dance, along with City 
Attorney Barry Seifman. 

Even Mayor Beverly 
McAnally was missing. 

After about five minutes of 
private conversations, Gear 
announced to both the audi-

“Checking out that agree 
ment, I find that the developer 
has no binding commitment to 
the project,” Rarey said. 

Rarey, a retired certified 
public accountant said he also 
had some deep concerns that 
the developer had strong con- 
trols over the marketing of the 
project’s bonds. 


Absent 
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ence in the chambers and on 
cable television, “Tonight’s 
meeting has been cancelled 
due to a lack of a quorum.” 

Gear further explained, 
“Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry is in the hospital recover- 
ing from knee surgery, 
Councilmen Michael Prybyla 
and William Wadsworth are on 
vacation and Councilwoman 
Mary Collins is home sick.” 

Thus the extremely rare oc- 
curence of no quorum was de- 
clared and the next meeting 
was slated for Dec. 4, a session 
that could ultimately mark the 
end of the 12-year McAnally 
administration. 

Mayor-elect William Oakley, 
who weeks earlier had ex- 
pressed disappointment and 
some sources said even anger 
over the lame duck situation 
caused by the recount re- 
quested by McAnally, offered 
no comments Tuesday morn- 
ing on the lack of a quorum. 

McAnally has asked for an 
official recount, since the vote 
difference between her and 
Oakley is a mere 20 votes. That 
recount is slated for Dec. 11 
and the winner will be sworn 
in shortly after 4 p.m. that day 
and be seated at the council 
session that night. 

The mayor-elect had tried to 
have the Wayne County Circuit 
Court place him in the mayor’s 
chair, rather than have a lame 
duck administration. But Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Michael Tal- 
bot ruled that the city’s charter 


w r as very specific on this issue 
and ruled that McAnally 
would continue as mayor at 
least until the recount was 
completed. 

Oakley and one or more of 
his supporters reportedly met 
in private Monday night to dis- 
cuss some personnel, who 
could possibly fill his adminis- 
trative posts next month if his 
vote majority holds up. 

Oakley said it was “still pre- 
mature” to actually ask people 
to fill posts at this time, since 
his election is not totally se- 
cure. He said if his majority 
vote holds, he would begin 
naming his city employee re- 
placements within days of the 
official recount. 

A number of McAnally de- 
partment heads have already 
left office. McAnally said they 
preferred to have her termi- 
nate their jobs, rather than 
wait for the political axe from 
Oakley. 

Romulus voters are use to 
close election results, where 
mayoral, treasurer and council 
members almost finish in a 
dead heat after all the votes 
are counted. 

Two years ago, the all-time 
closest election occurred 
when an official recount dis- 
lodged one vote that separated 
two council challengers Mic- 
hael Prybyla and Mary Collins. 

The finish was marked 
when Prybyla hours later 
picked out a card that stated 
“elected” and he thus was 
named the official council win- 
ner. This year both Prybyla 
and Collins won seats on the 
new council.

Expert cookie testers from 
the staff of Michigan Commu- 
nity Newspapers sampled 
dozens of entries, carefully 
evaluating each of the holiday 
treats until they agreed on 
three top choices. 

“It was a difficult task be- 
cause we received so many 
tasty recipes,” said Managing 
Editor Joan Dyer-Zinner. “A 
majority of staff members cast 
their ballots for the top win- 
ner, while others were djvided 
on the five runners-up.” 

Each container of cookies 
was assigned a number and 
the name of the baker was 
withheld from the judges.

For the past few years, Kelly 
and her co-worker, Sherry 
Maironis of Belleville, have 
been submitting their cookie 
recipes to the MCN contest, 
and enjoying some good- 
natured competition. Maironis 
was a runner-up in a recent 
cookie contest and finished 
among the top entries this 
year. 

Coincidentally, the second- 
place cookie baker is a 
“Baker.” 

Jan Baker of Westland won 
dinner for two for her Santa’s 
Dream Bars. 

The third-place winner, 
Penny Ropp of Belleville, 
earned her prize for Old- 
Fashioned Christmas Cookies 
- a traditional shaped cookie, 
cut and frosted, and with an 
excellent flavor and good tex- 
ture. 

“This is, at least, a four- 
generation recipe, simple, 
easy an fun with kids,” said 
Ropp. 

The top recipe is printed 
here: 

Double Drizzle 
Debi Bars 

1 cup butter or margarine 

2 cups Graham cracker 
crumbs 

1 cup white chocolate chips 

1-1/2 cups flaked coconut 

1 can (14 oz) sweetened con- 
densed milk 

1-1/2 teaspoon shortening 
(do not use butter, margarine or 
oil) 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Place butter in 13x9x2-inch 
baking pan. Heat in oven until 
melted; remove pan from oven. 
Sprinkle graham cracker 
crumbs evenly over butter; 
press down with a fork. Layer 
the white chocolate chips over 
crumbs; sprinkle coconut over 
white chocolate chips. Layer 
2/3 cup of semi-sweet choco- 
late chips over coconut; drizzle 
sweetened condensed milk 
evenly over top. 

Bake 20 minutes or until 
lightly browned. Remove from 
oven. 

In a small microwave-safe 
bowl, place remaining 1 cup 
semi-sweet chocolate chips 
and shortening. Microwave at 
high (100 percent) for 1 minute; 
stir. If necessary, microwave at 
high an additional 15 seconds 
at a time, stirring after each 
heating, just until chips are 
melted and mixture is smooth.

Two political institu- 
tions were defeated in 
elections held this No- 
vember. Tom Brown and 
Beverly McAnally will be 
forever remembered in 
their respective commu- 
nities for working tire-

Study disputed 

To the editor: 

I am providing you with 
separate comments regard- 
ing the discussion in Phyllis 
Glaser’s article regarding 
deep wells causing earth- 
quakes, such as what oc- 
curred near the Rocky Moun- 
tain Arsenal referred to in 
her article. 

To initiate seismic activity, 
fluids would have to flow 
preferentially in one direc- 
tion such as along a fault 
plane or fracture systems. 

The earthquakes caused 
by the Rocky Mountain Arse- 
nal were caused by preferen- 
tial flow because the well 
was completed in the frac- 
tured basement rock that 
had no porosity or perme- 
ability, other than that pro- 
vided by fractures. Extreme- 
ly high injection pressures 
used resulted in very low 
magnitude earth movements. 

The EDS well will inject 
in a very porous sandstone 
that is not fractured so pref- 
erential, one directional 


flow will not occur. The best 
confirmation of this comes 
from the fact that the Vick- 
ery well and over 20 Michi- 
gan private wells have been 
operating for over 20 years 
without any earthquakes re- 
sulting from the injection in 
what is basically the same 
general geology. 

Ivan, you can ask Chem 
Waste or the County Health 
Director to verify this state- 
ment when you visit their 
Vickery, Ohio facility.

Enough is enough 

To the editor: 

Is the economic “funk” that 
many Americans are in an “ac- 
cident of history” or was it 
caused by the short-sighted 
economic policies of the Wash- 
ington-Wall Street 
establishment. 

Washington politicians and 
Wall Street brokers are noto 
rious for their “short-term” 
time horizons. Generally, poli- 
ticians look no further than the 
next election - and Wall Street 
brokers look no further than 
the daily gyrations of the fi- 
nancial markets. 

What gets lost with all this 
short-term thinking? Answer: 
rational economic policy. 

The principles of economics 
are immutable. Sound eco- 
nomic policy is apolitical - it 
does not change with the next 
public opinion poll. The “laws 
of economics” can not the re- 
pealed by a simple majority 
vote of the legislature. Yet, we 
have been running this coun- 
try for nearly 60 years as if the 
principles of economics, some- 
how, did not apply to us. 

For example, the Gold Stan- 
dard was the very corner stone 
of the economic “theory of 
money.” Then, between 1930 
and 1970, the politicians and 
their economic apologists in 
the academic community 
slowly began to chisel away at 
the Gold Standard -- eventu- 
ally destroying it. It was the 
job of the academic commu- 
nity to fabricate an “economic 
theory” that would meet the 
needs of the politicians and 
the financial community. 

This was accomplished by 


destroying the Gold Standard 
- and then placing the "mantel 
of respectability" on wildly 
growing government debt and 
deficit spending. 

Now. barelv 25 vears after 
the final abandonment of the 
Gold Standard in the 1970s 
we are on the threshold of 
global monetary collapse. The 
dollar, yen, German mark, and 
Mexican peso can fluctuate 
wildly from month to month — 
and even from hour to hour! 
Because of this, major bank 
failures have occurred in Eng- 
land and Japan and else- 
where. World - wide debt, at 
every level, is growing wildly - 
seemingly without limit. 

Economically, things just 
keep getting crazier and cra- 
zier. Still, most politicians 
don’t have the “guts” to admit 
the mistakes of the past. 

The solution? Every right- 
thinking citizen should de- 
mand a return to the Gold 
Standard and to sound funda- 
mental economic policy. The 
Gold Standard is a “shining 
beacon" that will expose the 
“funny money,” “snake oil” 
economics of the past 60 years 
for what it really was - namely 
a greedy, short-term attempt to 
have prosperity in “our time” - 
and the future be damned. It 
was a “faustian” bargain - and 
now the payment is due! 

The first rule when you find 
yourself “in a hole” is - quit 
digging! So let’s get on with it. 
It’s not going to get any easier. 
Tell the politicians - enough is 
enough. Do something for your 
grandchildren - demand a bal- 
anced budget -- now.

In the wake of Plymouth-Salem’s greatest triumph on the 
field of soccer comes its biggest loss. 

Salem reigns today as the Class A state soccer champ, 
replacing natural rival, Plymouth-Canton, on the throne of 
glory. 

But, last Wednesday, veteran Salem soccer Coach Ken 
Johnson announced he would not be back with the Rocks 
next year. He officially announced his retirement. 

“I love coaching, as much as I love soccer, but there comes 
a time when you have to say good-bye to it all,” Johnson said. 
“This is the time. The best time to bow out At the top of the 
game.” 

Johnson recently retired from Detroit Diesel, and he and 
his wife, Kim, have built a house in Florida. They plan to 
move to Florida soon. 

Under Johnson’s tutelage, the Rocks have amassed an 
incredible 203-65- 27 overall record during a 14-year span 
that began in 1981. This year, the Rocks went 23-3 to set a 
school record for most wins. They also won their first Class A 
state soccer title. 

In an unprecedented-delayed Class A state finals sched- 
uled at Bloomfield Hills Andover, Salem got a first-half goal 
from sophomore forward Brett Konley at 3:16, and the de- 
fense, led by goaltender Brian Bacyinski, shut out Portage 
Northern the rest of the way to record a hard-fought 1-0 
victory. 

"Our forwards came up against an all-state goaltender 
who managed to stop at least three pointblank shots,” said 


British-born Johnson. “The Portage Northern goalie de- 
serves a lot of credit. But we continued to play our game, 
especially on defense, and won a tremendous victory.” 

Although Salem had wooed the coveted state crown on at 
least two other occasions - the Rocks reached the state finals 
in 1989 and lost 1-0 to Troy Athens, and in 1992 they dropped 
a heartbreaking 2-1 decision in overtime to Warren De- 
LaSalle. This time they wouldn’t allow the weather or Por- 
tage Northern to get in its way. 

The title match between Plymouth-Salem - Portage North- 
ern was postponed on Saturday, Nov. 11 to Tuesday, Nov. 14. 
It is rare to postpone a soccer match, but the unseasonable 
rain, sleet and then snow that hit southeastern Michigan 
posed a danger to the players, officials said. 

Ironically, Tuesday, Nov. 14, was the evening that Salem 
set aside for its awards’ banquet. The celebration was de- 
layed until Nov. 22. 

Officials informed teams and coaches they didn’t want 
to endanger the players and decided to reschedule the title 
match when the field was playable. It took four days to

Gold is named to ‘Dream Team’

For the second consecutive 
year Belleville High has 
placed one of its outstanding 
football players on Michigan’s 
All-Dream Team. 

Post-season accolades con- 
tinue to pour in for Belleville 
running back Ian Gold, who 
led the Tigers to their second 
straight Mega Conference, Red 
Division championship and an 
enviable 10-1 overall record. 

Gold, a 6-2, 210-pound multi- 
talented athlete who also 
shines in track and basketball, 
joins an elite club of former 
Belleville football standouts 
who have earned state, na- 
tional and professional recog- 
nition. 


Gold becomes the fourth 
player in Belleville history 
who has been honored as an 
All-Stater. Among others are 
Gold’s former teammate Chris 
Cannon, a member of Michi- 
gan’s 1994 Dream Team, along 
with defensive tackle Keith 
Simmons, who went on to star 
for the University of Minne- 
sota in the late 1960s and 
played for the Kansas City 
Chiefs of the National Football 
League. 

Belleville also produced 
Frank Nunley, who made col- 
legiate history at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and was an 
All-Pro linebacker with the 
World Champion San Fran- 
cisco 49ers. 

During the recently com- 
pleted campaign, Gold rushed 


for 994-yards on 110 carries 
and scored a record -setting 21 
touchdowns. Gold also ran 
back two punts for touchdowns 
for a total of 23 TDs on the 
year. He accomplished this 
feat despite the fact he had 
been sidelined late in the sea- 
son with a leg injury. 

“Ian is probably the best all- 
around football player I have 
coached,” said Belleville 
coach Bob (that’s Bob, not Bill) 
LaPointe. “He’s an explosive 
runner. He can hurt you with 
his speed and deceptiveness.” 

Gold, also a Mega Confer- 
ence champ in the sprints, cov- 
ers the 40 in 4.5.

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Egyptian curriculum emphasizes hands-on learning

If you thought you could 
only find pharaoh’s, pyramid’s 
and burial chambers in an- 
cient Egypt, think again. 
Eleven sixth grade classes 
from Stevenson Middle School 
recently transformed the up 
stairs portion of the school's 
gymnasium into a museum of 
Egyptian artifacts. 

Approximately 270 students 
have been researching the his- 
tory, culture, geography and 
language of the country' for the 
last six weeks as part of the 
sixth grade curriculum. The 
project’s scope involved con 
tributions of mathematics, ait, 
reading, world studies, lan 
guage arts and science. 

“The students created di- 
oramas, models, charts, tables, 
t-shirts, drawings and writings 
that represented their Egyp 
tian discoveries,” said Judy 
Howton, sixth grade teacher. 

Scaled down versions of an 
old kingdom pyramid from the 
time period 2631 to 2659 B.C. 
was created by sixth grader 
Jeff Ballard. Five detailed 
layers of the pyramid were ex 
posed through a missing wall 
to uncover a capstone, treas- 
ury room, burial chamber, 
grand galley and false burial 
chamber where pharaoh’s tra- 


ditionally hid less valuable 
items to fool thieves if the 
room was discovered. 

Ballard’s replica also fea- 
tured a causeway between the 
pyramid and a boat pit sur- 
rounding the model. 


The students learned 
through their studies, pyra- 
mids were primarily con- 
structed out of limestone, mud, 
clay and water as in the case of 
the mammoth Sphinx, be- 
lieved to be erected during 
2100 B.C. as sixth grade stu- 


dent Justin Baker’s project 
represented. 

Without the ability to uti- 
lized limestone and clay, stu- 
dents improvised with sand, 
paper, rocks, jewelry, flour, pa- 
per mache’ and cloth to create

ancient villages, sarcophagus 
and pyramids. 

Other educational discov- 
eries over the month and one 
half of studying Egypt in- 
cluded the art of paper making 
and that mummified means 
the embalmed body has been 
prepared for burial in a man 
ner consistent with the ancient 
Egyptian methods. 

According to Principal Will- 
iam Camp the individual and 
group projects created by stu- 
dents were an excellent exam- 
ple of the ability to involve 
several educational areas into 
one curriculum. 

Sixth grade teachers whose 
students contributed to the 
Egyptian lesson were: Keith 
Anolick, Linda Anoliek, Stacey 
Barnard, Sandy Firth, Judy 
Howton, Becky Ingersoll, Brad 
Jennings, Donna Keller, Carol 
Middel, Rosiland Pollard and 


Susan Zatolokin. Art instruc- 
tor Roger Cseresznye donated 
time after school to aid stu 
dents in the re-creation of a 
large relief map displayed in 
the school’s museum. 

“A lot oftime was dedicated 
to the discovery' of Egypt cur 
riculum and I think their pro- 
jects represent a positive 
learning experience,” said 
Howton.

Holiday lighting safety tips provided for residents 


When setting up your holi- 
day display, don’t let the spar- 
kle of the season get in the way 
of playing it safe. 

“People sometimes forget, 
in the rush of the season, to 
perform basic safety checks of 
their lights and other decora- 


tions,” said Claudia Gabay, De- 
troit Edison’s corporate 
lighting consultant. 

“Anything electrical has the 
potential for danger, and 
spending just a few minutes on 
the side of caution could pre- 
vent a holiday tragedy.” 


To help lessen the possi- 
bility of shocks and fire, look 
for the Underwriters Labora- 
tories (UL) label before string- 
ing lights and setting up other 
trimmings. Even then, Gabay 
warned, some cheaper light 
sets have been stamped with a 


counterfeit UL designation 
and may not be designed for 
safe operation. 

The following tips are of- 
fered for a safer holiday sea- 
son: 

• Do not overload electrical 
circuits. 


• Use no more than three 
sets of standard lights on each 
extension cord. 

• Do not insert new bulbs or 
change fuses when light sets 
are turned on. 

• Keep lights away from car- 
peting, furniture and drapes. 


• Turn off decorative lights 
before you go to bed or leave 
home. 

Outdoor lighting: 

' Keep all electrical connec- 
.ons off the ground and hang 
sockets downward to prevent 
water from seeping into them.

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Bountiful buffets featured in successful restaurant chain

With a lot of hard work, an 
outgoing personality, and an 
all-you-can- eat buffet of 
hearty soups, Sam Leon cre- 
ated one of Western Wayne 
County’s most successful chain 
of family restaurants. Leon’s is 
easily the busiest family res- 
taurant I’ve reviewed. 

Since he arrived in 1977 
without speaking a work of En- 
glish, he parlayed a dish 
washer’s salary into six 
thriving restaurants. 

“I worked 17 hours a day - 
119 hours a week - for six 
years straight,” he said. ‘‘I 
slept from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. I 
never went out, I never had a 
drink.” 

The hard work earned Sam 
a promotions to cook and night 
manager and then enough 
money, in 1983, to open the 
first Leon’s, in Novi. 

Continuing the hard work - 
he still works 12-hour days -- 
Sam built the chain around a 
300-item value-packed menu of 
home-cooked food, polite, effi- 
cient service, loyal customers, 
and generous round-the- clock 
senior discounts. 

I discovered the food value 
the delicious way - by sitting 
in Leon’s atrium and lunching 
on a shredded steak and Swiss 
cheese pita sandwich, which 
included French fries and un- 
limited trips to the soup bar 
for $3.99. The soup-sandwich 
combo was one of 60 similarly 
priced lunch dishes. There’s 
also burgers, deli sandwiches, 
and low-cal salads. 

Remarkably, my sandwich 
contained something you al- 
most never get - real rib eye 
steak. 

What would have been a 
bargain for $3.99 became a 
steal when you included the 
soups. This being my lucky 
day, I gulped down a hot bowl 
of thick potato soup. Large 
chunks of fresh Idaho potatoes 
blended with chopped carrots, 
celery, onions, and mild sea- 
soning gave the dish a rich 
taste. 

“Our customers rate our 
soup as the best in Michigan,” 
Sam said. 

In addition to being a taste 
treat, the soup bar -- which 
contains three soups and a 
basket of crunchy breadsticks 
- enables diners to begin eat- 
ing right away. So there’s no 
dead time between being 
seated and being served.

“We guarantee that every- 
body can be in and out within 
a half hour,” said Sam. Consid 
ering Leon’s crowds -- the 200- 
seat Westland branch is usu- 
ally full at meal times - that’s 
quite a guarantee. One that 
Sam couldn’t make without 
dedicated waitresses. 

I ended my lunch with a 
sundae dish full of sweet rice 
pudding, chocked full of rai- 
sins, topped with whipped 
cream, and diet- frustrating 
tasty. 

Then there’s Leon’s break- 
fasts. For budget watchers, the 
highlight of the 6-11 a.m. 
breakfast menu is the $1.99 
special, which includes two 
eggs any style, hashbrowns or 
pancakes, bacon, ham, or sau- 
sage, and toast. 

“Our price hasn’t changed 
since 1983,” said Sam. 


It’s not just the breakfast 
special that’s special. Other 
breakfast prices are uniformly 
low, with everything below 
$3.95. 

In addition to the 300 menu 
items, Leon’s dinner menu fea- 
tures $4.95 senior specials. 
And six homemade specials 
that include the soup bar, 
priced from $4.95 to $6.95 each 
or two for $9.80. Typical spe- 
cials include beef stew, beef 
tips and noodles, Salisbury 
steak, pepper steak, salmon 
patties, and stuffed cabbage. 


The regular menu contains 
a variety of entrees: eight 
salads, eight light meals, 11 
American-style dishes, 12 sea- 
food meals, six Greek treats, 
three Mexican platters, and 
many others. 

Considering the prices, I 
was amazed by the variety of 
fresh fish - salmon, whitefish, 
haddock, halibut, orange 
roughy, rainbow trout and 
others. All were below $7.50 
for a meal that included the 
soup bar, salad, potato, and 
Greek bread. 


I can’t wait to try the $5.50 
Saturday-, Sunday- and holi- 
day- breakfast bar, a banquet 
of treats and sweets. 

Besides serving their cus- 
tomers, Leon’s serves their 
community. Inventor of the 
free Thanksgiving dinner 
night, the restaurants have 
served over 28,000 free turkey 
dinners during the last five 
years. 

“This year we served 7,200 
in our restaurants plus an- 
other 400 carry- outs,” said 
Sam. 

Leon’s also has donated 
$16,000 to the Goodfellows’ hol- 
iday charities. Grateful to his 
customers, Sam believes in 
giving something back. 

“My family and staff thank 
each and every customer who 
has walked into our restau- 
rants throughout all the 


years,” said Sam. "And we 
thank America for giving us 
the opportunity to succeed.” 

Of course, the success con- 
tinues because of the good 
food. Highly recommended. 

All Leon’s are open 6 a.m.-lO 
p.m., seven days a week. Loca- 
tions are 303 S. Wayne Road. 
Westland (owned by George 
Nakad); 23830 Michigan Ave-

Gamarra has a bachelor of 
fine arts degree from the Uni- 
versity of Detroit.

Latest allergy book 
nothing to sneeze at

For people who have ever 
pondered why some plants 
make them sneeze, some foods 
cause hives or why pets make 
their eyes water and nose run. 
then the book What Am 1 Aller- 
gic To by JJ. Van Gasse, M.D, 
M.P.H. is for them. 

The newly-released book is 
$9.95, 124 pages and published 
by Proctor Publications, LLC, 
of Ann Arbor. 

The book is written in a 
standard question-and-answer 
format, with common and un- 
common patient questions fol- 
lowed by Van Gasse’s answers. 
It is straightforward, and easy 
. to read. Van Gasse answers the 
* patient’s questions in a conver- 
sational, sometimes blunt 
style. 

An example of Van Gasse’s 
bluntness is in how he answers 
the question, “Could I be aller- 
-gic to tobacco?” He honestly 
said that he feared retaliation 
from tobacco companies, 
which are “already under at- 
tack on all sides.” He also said 
that he neither smoked nor 
owned any stock in tobacco 
companies. Below, he asks the 
patient: 

“Are you tired of being ex- 
posed to tobacco smoke in the 
workplace and want a medical 
statement that you should be 
spared this indignity? All valid 
reasons, every one of them. 
But you don’t need an allergy 
to express your opinion. If you 
don’t want people smoking in 
your home, around you at 
work, around your kids, or any- 
where else, tell them. They 
know, assuming they can read 
or watch television, that to- 
bacco is bad news.” 

Topics covered are hay fe- 
ver, hives, red eyes, asthma, 
bronchitis, allergy tests, al- 
lergy reducing techniques, 
and common allergens. 

The most memorable parts 
of the books are the allergy 
horror stories. In one example, 
a college-age woman orders 
her usual chili from a diner, 
only to die gasping for breath 
before an ambulance could ar- 
rive. What happened was that 
the cook had decided to put

peanuts into the chili as a last- 
minute change. The woman 
knew she was highly allergic to 
peanuts, but didn't know they 
were in the chili. 

In another case, a man or- 
ders his usual fish soup from 
his favorite restaurant. What 
he didn’t know, was that the 
cook used leftover shrimp 
from the night before in the 
stew. The man, highly allergic 
to shrimp, was rushed to the 
hospital but survived. 

More important in this book 
is the information it provides 
for allergy patients. 

The book is an excellent 
handbook for any allergy or 
asthma patient. It tells what al- 
lergies are and what causes 
the body to do weird things 
during an attack. In the back, 
there are lists of things allergy 
patients can do to reduce the 
misery of allergy suffering. A 
majority of the solutions are in 
basic home changes, such as 
by removing carpeting, if pos- 
sible. 

The reason is, carpeting, 
bedding and drapes are breed- 
ing grounds for microscopic 
dust mites, the culprit of the 
common dust allergy. Keeping 
the bedding and drapes clean 
and removing carpets can lit- 
erally take dust mites’ homes 
away from them. Nobody ever 
sleeps alone when dust mites 
are around. 

Van Gasse also offers tips on 
how to mold-proof the home. 
Two examples are by not put- 
ting carpeting on cement 
floors and using an exhaust 
fan in bathrooms. 

The book also gives detailed 
information about popular al- 
lergy and asthma drugs, and 
how they work. 

There is no doubt that aller- 
gies can be a deadly problem. 
For people who are highly al- 
lergic to certain foods or insect 
stings, Van Gasse recommends 
they carry around an emer- 
gency kit containing injectable 
epinephrine and oral anti- 
histamine. As Van Gasse says, 
it could save a life.

THE NEW CENTER STAGE 
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Ford revolutionizes ’96 
Sable with oval shape

In 1985 Ford turned the au- 
tomotive world on its ear with 
the introduction of its all new 
Taurus/Sable model lineup. 

In 1996 Ford is attempting to 
make the sequel to the plot it 
started ten years ago. This 
time Ford is even bolder in its 
design. The idea here is, if it 
worked once, try it again and 
hopefully you will revolutio- 
nize the automakers of Amer- 
ica once again. 

The car centers around one 
theme and one theme only, an 
oval. Yes, you read correctly, 
an oval. Ford came up with the 
idea that a car that should sup- 
port nearly half of all of its do- 
mestic sales should mimic its 
logo, thus an oval was used. 

Quality may be “Job 1”, but 
design in this case, well, you 
be the judge. Everything on 
the car is an oval from the 
shape of its instrument pod 
and controls to its headlights. 

The standard engine for the 
Mercury Sable LS is an all alu- 
minum 3.0- liter 24-valve 
DOHC Duratech V6. 

It is based on the 2.5-liter 24- 
valve V6 engine that debuted 
in 1995 in the Ford Contour 
and Mercury Mystique and 
shares its design themes and 
components. The 3.0-liter en- 
gine is rated at 200 h.p. and 
5750 rpm, with 200 foot-pounds 
of torque at 4500 rpm. 

The interior of the Sable 
hosts Ford’s new Integrated 
Control Panel (ICP). The ICP is 
designed to house all environ- 
mental and entertainment

controls in one central panel. 

The 1996 Mercury Sable Se- 
dan offers an interior scheme 
built around a three-way con- 
vertible console seat system, 
which quickly converts from a 
center seating position with its 
own safety belt, to an armrest, 
for long distance cruising, or 
into a multifunctional central 
console with storage space for 
cassette boxes, coffee mugs, 
beverage cups, coins and other 
items. 

Compact disc changer sys- 
tems are mounted in the trunk 
of the new Sable. The easily 


removable ashtray within the 
convertible console seat closes 
automatically and is mounted 
in such a way that, when the 
console is reconverted to a 
seat or into an armrest, no 
ashes can spill from it. 

A new patented Passive 
Anti-Theft System (PATS) that 
electronically disables the en- 
gine’s electronic management 
system is standard on the Sa- 
ble LS models using the Du- 
ratec V6 engine. 

The 1996 Sable offers con- 
sumers a fresh alternative to 
the staple product that Ford 
has thrived off of for nearly ten 
years. Design is a matter of 
opinion. Like the Sable of the 
past, the shape shocked many 
and was dismissed as a short- 
term phenomena. Well all of 
the disbelievers have had to 
eat crow for a long time and I 
think 1996 will not be any dif- 
ferent.

Motorists who learn to 
adapt to winter’s poor visi- 
bility, skids and braking diffi- 
culties reduce their risk of 
involvement in a weather- re- 
lated collision. 

“Studies indicate stopping 
distances are increased three 
to nine times on ice or snow, 
and vehicles take twice as long 
to stop on melting ice or snow 
than on hard surfaces,” said 
AAA Michigan Community 
Safety Services Manager Jerry 
Basch. “This makes defensive 
driving techniques especially 
important in winter weather. 

Some tips: 

• improve visibility by clear- 
ing all snow and ice from the 
entire car, including roof, tail 
lights, headlights, and fender 
wells. Driving with headlights 
on low beam provides better 
road illumination in snow and 
fog than using high-beams. 

• Remember posted speed 
limits are set for ideal road 
and weather conditions. Slow 
down when visibility and road 
conditions are impaired by 
bad weather or traffic. 

• Avoid sudden starts, stops, 
and turns. Accelerate care- 
fully so cars don’t spin. 

• Don’t brake hard. The best 
technique for braking under 
icy or snowy conditions is to 
use “threshold” or “squeeze 
braking.” This is done by ap- 
plying the brakes firmly to a 
point just short of lock up, and 
then easing off the brake pedal 
slightly. Applying steady pres- 
sure is better than “pumping 
the brakes” and should be 
practiced on dry pavement 
prior to driving on snow. If the 
vehicle has anti-lock braking, 
continuous firm braking is 
usually recommended. Check 
the owner’s manual for the 
proper procedure. 

• Anticipate potential dan- 
ger such as ice on bridges

Roads, young drivers targeted in AM transportation survey 


Michigan highways and the 
young people who use them 
evoked strong reactions from 
33,000 AAA members who re- 
sponded to the Auto Club’s 
1995 survey on transportation- 
related issues. 

Key findings in the survey 
suggest that the current condi- 
tion of Michigan roads is of 
continuing concern to AAA 
Michigan members. In 1994 
two-thirds of survey respon- 
dents expressed concern 
about the condition of Michi- 
gan's highways. This year, that 
number increased to nearly 80 
percent. 

Another area of concern for 
AAA Michigan members in- 
volves the amount of time that 
young drivers spend behind 
the wheel of a car. According 
to the survey, nine out of 10

Nearly 200 Detroit Edison 
line clearance crews have 
scheduled work in 42 commu- 
nities in Southeastern Michi- 
gan during the rest of the year 
to improve service reliability 
and safety for customers. 

Edison maintains a 10-foot 
clearance between tree 
branches and power lines to 
reduce power outages. The 
vast majority of outages are 
caused by trees coming into 
contact with electrical lines. 

“The winter storm season is 
approaching and our year- 
round line clearance efforts 
will continue to help us pre- 
vent tree-related outages,” 
said Robert J. Buckler, senior 
vice president, Energy Market- 
ing and Distribution. 

“Ice, like wind and light- 
ning, can bring branches into 
contact with our lines, and we 
are committed to eliminating 
outages that could be pre- 
vented by line clearance ef- 
forts,” he added. 

Downed power lines also 
pose safety hazards. Adults 
should remind young children 
that fallen power lines should 
be avoided because they are 
dangerous and potentially life 
threatening. Work will be done 
in Inkster, Lincoln Park, Ro- 
mulus, Sumpter Township, 
Taylor, Wayne and Westland.

National Rifle Association 
President Tom Washington, 
who suffered a heart attack re- 
cently, is in stable condition 
and recuperating in a Michi- 
gan hospital. Washington un- 
derwent two angioplasty 
procedures and is progressing 
well. 

“Mr. Washington has weath- 
ered a tough storm,” said Bill 
Powers, NRA Public Affairs,

As Washington improves, 
the media will be promptly no- 
tified, Powers said.

• Nearly two-thirds of those 
responding do not feel that 
Michigan's air pollution stan- 


dards for cars should be 
tougher. 

• Members favor banning 
billboards on scenic highways 
if the state can provide ade- 
quate information on food, 


lodging and recreation loca- 
tions. 

• Members are nearly split 
on whether Michigan’s traffic 
laws are adequately enforced, 
with 48 percent feeling enfor- 


cement is adequate, and 52 
feeling it is inadequate. 

• Nearly two-thirds feel that 
the Michigan law requiring 
covers for trucks hauling loads 
has helped reduce cracked 
windshields and other damage 
to cars. 

• The majority of respon 
dents favor tougher drunk 
driving laws (73 percent); an 
increase in urban freeway 
speed limits (59 percent); man- 
datory safety inspections for 
heavy trucks (94 percent); man- 


datory anti lock brakes in pas- 
senger vehicles (63 percent); 
mandatory bicycle helmet 
laws (64 percent) and licensing 
exams for boat owners. 

• Eighty-seven percent favor 
issuing new drivers restricted 
licenses which require one 
year of accident-free driving 
before an unrestricted license 
is issued. 

• Ninety-two favor requiring 
all new drivers to take a road 
test administered by the Sec- 
retary of State.

Shauna Zumbro ac- 
companied chamber member 
Chesley Odom to several sites 
involved in his design busi- 
ness, and Brianne Leonard 
spent the day at L&W 
Engineering. 

“After the first day of the 
School-to-Work Partnership, 
many other chamber members 
expressed interested in join- 
ing the program in the future,” 
said the BACC president. “We 
believe that this program is a

valuable tool in helping youths 
to make career decisions, and 
we are encouraging future par- 
ticipation by the chamber and 
its members. 

“By honoring the two stu- 
dent members of the School- 
to-Work Partnership in the pa- 
rade, we hope to highlight the 
importance of this program. 
The students of today are the 
business people - and future 
chamber members -- of the fu- 
ture. It is our responsibility 
and our privilege to encourage 
and mentor them,” said Dyer- 
Zinner. 

“I’m very excited about the 
program, especially because 
the student was so interested 


in optometry,” said Neinas.

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Chief marks 25 years of service

Romulus Fire Department 
Battalion Chief Don Schmidt, 
who recently completed a 
quarter century of service to 
the city, was honored last week 
by the Romulus Fire and Po- 
lice Commission, who pre- 
sented him with his personal 
commemorative fire axe. 

The ceremony conducted in 
the Romulus City Council 
Chambers was attended by 
commission members, fire offi- 
cials and Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. 

Schmidt, who heads the 
city’s Station 4 operations, 
credits the early fire depart- 
ment visions created by his fa- 
ther (back in Rochester, N.Y. 
when he was only about two or 
three years of age) with giving 
him the inspiration to become 
a firefighter. Schmidt got in- 
■ volved with local firefighting 
operations back in 1970. 

Reflecting on his career, 
Schmidt, 46, said he was out of 
town with Northwest Airlines 
Flight 255 crashed here and 
thus his outstanding memory

of fire duty had to do more 
with the long propane fire on 
Northline Road back in the 
1970s that he said lasted for 
days. 

“I don’t remember any 
deaths at that time,” Schmidt 
said, “but the extensive fire 
did bum a lot of grass, trees 
and other objects.” 

One of his chief roles as 
chief (a position he has held 
since July) is to pass on the 
knowledge he has learned 
over the years to the new men 
in the fire department. 

In the past decade a great 
deal of new equipment (partic- 
ularly fire protection devices 
for the firemen) have been ac- 
quired by the city, he said. 

He feels fire department 


visits to the local schools, par- 
ticularly with childhood favor- 
ites such as Ronald McDonald, 
are very effective in attracting 
future firemen. 

“Many kids like myself are 
impacted early on to become 
firemen and we need to keep 
that dream alive,” Schmidt 
said. 

But he admitted filling the 
daytime hour periods with vol- 
unteer firefighting capa- 
bilities remains one of the 
biggest crises across the U.S. 

“Many people work during 
those hours and that blocks 
them from volunteering for 
fire duties,” he explained. 

Schmidt is also extremely 
proud of the role the local fire- 
fighters play in the Romulus 
Goodfellows holiday season ef- 
fort to help all children have a 
Christmas. 

The young battalion chief 
also cites his boss, Fire Chief 
William Greenslait, as being a 
very positive force in the de- 
partment “He knows what we 
need to protect our bodies 
while fighting fires,” Schmidt 
said, “and battles very hard to 
make sure we get it.”
